Washington, Jan. 30.—Justice Cla- 


baugh, of the'district supremo court, 
today decided that Antonio M. Opis- 
so y de Yeoza, the young Filipino, 
who some months 
ago 
instituted 


mandamus proceedings 
to 
compel 


Clerk John R. Young, of the supreme 
court, to receive his citizenship decla- 
ration, la still an alien and is entitled 
to become a citizen 
of the United 


States. 
His declaration, therefore, 


was ordered to be received, but 
au 


appeal was taken to the district court 
of appeals. 


The clerk refused 
to accept the 


declaration on the ground --bat a Fil- 
ipino is not an alien and consequent- 
ly cannot renounce the allegience IIP 
saeis to relinquish. The riHpir.j al- 
leged that he was bom of Spanish 
parents in Manila in 1880 and lived 
at Manila until several years ago. 
The court held that on the exchange 
of sovereignty of a country or part 
thereof the inhabitants had the right 
to choose their allegiance.

intention to retain Spanish allegiance 
within a year, as required by t!'e 
Paris treaty, but the court held that 
as he was a minor at that time he 
had a right to elect his nationality 
upon attainment of his 
majority.

IMPORTANT MATTERS UP 


Heating Franchise, a Tunnel 


Ordinance and Various 


Other Affairs, 


The adjourned meeting of the city 


council was called to order last night 
nearly on time, it being only a few 
minutes after 8 o'clock when Mayoi 
Berghoff's gavel fell. 
The roll call 


showed Figel, O'Ryan and Sordelet 
the only absentees 
and it was re- 


marked afterwards that the same ab- 
sentees were recorded at roll call last 
Tuesday night, although later in'the 
evening, when the roll call was only 
a reminiscence, Mr. Figel showed up 
and was in at the finish. The busi- 
ness of the meeting was confined to 
the passage of the "Fleming Exten- 
sion ordinance," the reading of the 
hot water heating 
plant ordinance 


and the disposition of a minor peti- 
tion or two and several unimportant 
ordinances. The Berry street street- 
car-extension ordinance passed with 
precisely the same vote that it was 
favored with two days ago, except- 
ing that of Councilman Figel, who 
was not present to vote. 


TWO ORDINANCES. 


The first regular business presented 


alter roll call was two ordinances in- 
troduced by Councilman Scheid. Oue 
was to authorize 
the 
laying of a 


switch track across and partly along 
Hayden street to afford switching 
facilities to Krudop's coal yard, and 
Uio other was to provide for ;iu ad- 
ditional track to cross Hanua street 
on the Pennsylvania company's light 
of way and to re-arrange the tracks 
already down at that crossing. Tho 
ordinance provides that all the im- 
provement and rearrangements con- 
templated are on the company's right 
of way 
or on their 
own property. 


Both ordinances were read the second 
time and referred to the proper com- 
mittee. 


FOB PUBLIC SAFETY. 


Then caiue Councilman Miller with 


an ordinance 
-which was partially 


misunderstood. It provided for all 
street cars and intcrurban cars pass- 
ing through Fort Wayne coming to a, 
full stop at each track crossing. It 
was rather 
brusquely 
referred to 


the ordinance committee and a num- 
ber in th« chamber did not under- 
stand its provisions until after it was 
explained. 
Some thought that the 


ordinance intended to make it obliga- 
tory upon all street cars and all in- 
terurban cars to stop at each street 
crossing, whether there were passen- 
gers to get on or off or not—the idea 
is different. 
The ordinance provides 


simply that street cars and intcrur- 
ban cars shall come to full stop be- 
fore crossing other lines and proceed 
then only on signal from the con- 
ductor of the car having the right of 
way. 
Explaining the introduction 


of tne ordinance Mr. Miller said that 
he Had been requested 
some time 


since to introduce such an ordinance, 
but had neglected it and was not 
quite certain that such an ordinance 
was absolutely necessary when com- 
peting companies were working in 
harmony so far as public safety was 
concerned. A few days ago he was 
on a Fort Wayne traction company 
car and so narrowly escaped a colli- 
sion with a Southwestern car that his 
hair stood on end nnd when he got 
home he looked in a mirror to see 
whether it hadn't turned white. Lat- 
er he was standing at the corner of 
Broadway and 
Taylor streets and 


saw a Southwestern car sweep across 
the street at the rate of not less than 
ten or twelve miles an hour without 
making a pretense of slacking speed, 
while at the same time a Belt 
line 


car was coming down from the north 
at pretty near the same speed; the 
Belt was loaded 
and ten 
seconds 


would have made a big difference in 
the welfare and perhaps the lives of 
at least 
some 
of the passengers. 


With those two experiences so vivid- 
ly before him Mr. Miller said he con- 
cluded that it was time to introduce 
the ordinance. 


HEATING FEANCHISE. 


The clerk next read the franchise 


and contract agreed upon by 
the' 


board of works and the promoters o£ j 
the hot water heating system sought | 
to bo introduced in this city. 
This i 


proposition which is printed and set 
out in full in the official proceedings, 
was In ordinance form, was passed to 
the second reading and then referred 
to the committee ou rules, regula- 
tions and ordinances. The ordinance 
was presented by Councilman Bauer. 


WANTS A TUNNEL AT ONCE. 
The railroad tunnel question, which 


has engaged 
the 
attention of the 


council in various forms for several 
years, was then again resurrected; 
this time in tangible 
form in the 


shape of a petition drawn by Coun- 
cilman Miller and signed by him and 
his ward colleague, Councilman Gom- 
bert. This petition proposes the im- 
mediate construction of a subwaj- 
under the Pennsylvania tracks 
at 


Walton avenue. 
Mr. Miller states 


that he has every reason to believe 
that the Pennsylvania company will 
co-operate with the city in the con- 
struction of a subway at that point 
and the elimination of a grade cross- 
ing 
there. Natural topographical 


conditions are favorable to the abol- 
ition of the dangerous crossing at 
that point and the sewerage problem 
is already solved. 


Mr. Miller stated that many chil- 


dren in his and adjoining wards at- 
tended the McCulloch street school 
and were frequently as much as an 
hour late because of their inability 
to safely cross the tracks at the in- 
tersection named, where the crossing 
was frequently held for a long time 
by a single train and the switching 
of cars and trains at that point made 
the crossing dangerous to children at 
almost any time. 
Supporting the 


petition, Mr. Miller 
stated .to the 


council that he hoped 
the petition 


wottld not be referred to the regular 
committee which lias had the tunnel 
project under consideration, not to 
say under cover, for a long time, but

special committee with the city at- 
torney added for prompt if not im- 
mediate action. Ke said that if this 
proposition was turned in with the 
batch of other similar propositions 
which seemed to hinge on the Im- 
probability of ever securing co-oper- 
ation with the Wabash company, it 
might not be henrd 
of again for 


months. On his motion the petition 
was referred to a special committee, 
as requested, and the mayor named 
Mr. Miller and Mr. Gombert, of the 
Eighth ward, and Mr. Gerding, of 
the Tenth, to take the matter up at 
once with Superintendent 
McKim 


and the city attorney. 
The matter 


will be presented to the board of 
works without delay and Mr. Miller 
said after the meeting that he hoped 
to sec the work completed early in 
the summer, and suggested that later 
the Piqua road crossing, one of the 
most dangerous in or near the city, 
might be abandoned altogether. 


EXTENSION IS GRANTED. 


Then came the Fleming extension 


of the contract popularly known as 


the East Berry street 
franchise." 


East Berry street was again pretty 
well represented, but there was no 
oratory. 
Councilman Hosey 
said, 


when the ordinance came up on the 
third reading for passage, that he 
would vote against it and asked the 
privilege of explaining his vote. He 
then launched into a logical and dis- 
passionate address of about fifteen 
minutes, during which he made some 
very bold assertions, but in a general 
way epitomizing all the arguments 
made ogninst the extension since it 
has been up.

pretenses, he wanted to simply say to 
(he council as a whole that if any 
member of it felt Tinder any obliga- 
tions to him (Fleming) bjr promise, 
politically or otherwise, ho wanted to 
release all obligations of any kind, 
imaginary or otherwise, and ask the 
councilmen to vote according to their 
own opinions and in accordance with 
the wishes of their constituents and 
for the best interests of -the city ac- 
cording to their best judgment.

Fire which was started by the ex- 
plosion of one of the big transform- 
ers in the power house of the Niag- 
ara Falls Power and 
Conduit com- 


pany last night destroyed thousands 
of dollars' worth of valuable machin- 
ery and doubtless will mean great 
loss to most of the big factories here, 
some of which, it is said, must re- 
main idle for weeks. 


The officers of the company were 


not prepared to give an estimate of 
the damage, but they admitted that 
the situation was serious and would 
bndly cripple the Tnnny pLint? de- 
pending upon Niagara Falls power, 
not only in this city, but in Buffalo. 
Lockport and Tonawanda. The fire 
is said to have been caused by light- 
ning 
which 
prevailed throughout 


this section during the night. 


As soon as possible the work of re- 


placing the damaged cables was b'j- 
gun and temporary arrangements 
were made with the Niagara Falls 
Hydraulic Power and Manufacturing 
Co., 
whereby power was secured fcr 


operating the local and Buffalo trol- 
ley line. 


Twenty of the flfty-flve factodes 


at Lockport, N. Y., arc shut down 
owing to the fire. Tho newspaper 
plants and smaller factories are idle, 
and the street car service is at a 
standstill except one line. 


The fire was caused by a bolt of 


lightning, which struck a cable with 
defective insulation, causing a shoit 
circuit which blew up a transformer 
in the power house.

Lord Cromer spoko at length on the 
recent material, moral and Intellec- 
tual development of the Soudan and 
held out the hope of early railway 
communication with SurLkim, which 
would open up the Soudan provinces 
to the world's trade. He said there 
was a prospect of finding coal in the 
region south of Khartoum, 
which, 


under the circumstances, would be 
more valuable than gold.

In response to a serenade they were 
informed that if they would read the 
story of the Prodigal Son, the owner 
of the store before which they were 
playing would give them a shilling. 
The leader started to read it aloud to j 
his fellows; in n moment one of them 
broken in, 'That's you, Jim.' Be- 
fore it was finished the reader said: 
'Boys, it's not only me; it's the whole 
business of us; we have wandered 
away from home; let's go back.' 


"O, my friends, that parable is a 


mirror held up to nature for every 
person here tonight. 
We have all 


been prodigals; the only difference 
between us is that some of us have ! 
already come back. The young man 
was beside himself. O, you havtii't 
thought that in a moment you may 
be taken away. 'When he came to 


himself' he came back.

IMPEDIMENTS TO OVERCOME. 
"Now. this young man made a good 


resolution—to go back to his father, 
and some of you are making that 
resolution tonight. You will be be- 
set with temptations. It is not an 
easy thing to turn about, leave old 
ways and go back to the Father. I 
had a strange idea when I was con- 
verted that when I turned to Christ 
all struggles with the devil would 
cease. Bless your heart, that's when 
I waked the devil up! 


"This young man perhaps met

reflection of my 
own 
experience. 


You know, at the close of the civil 
war we people in Virginia had prac- 
tically nothing. 
And here I recall 


a delightful incident of the men's 
meeting- at the Temple last Sunday. 
An old veteran approached me—he 
had worn the blue and I the gray— 
and said to me. 'Thank God, I didn't 
shoot you during the war!' Well, I 
thank God for it, too." 


Dr. Wharton followed with a de- 


lightfully told reminiscence of his 
own experience at the close of the 
war, when in the hope of improving 
his financial condition he had gone to 
Mexico, much against his father's 
wishes, to work on a coffee planta- 
tion. 
The company offered to pay 


his 
transportation 
there, 
"and," 


said the evangelist, "the devil will 
pay your fare away from God, but 
he won't 
pay a cent of it back." 


The labor was hard, the pay small, 
and illness came. Then followed the 
ascendency of Maximillian< 
under 


which every man received some land. 
Dr. Wharton received his and at once 
sold it. to get money to return home.

AMERICANS ABROAD IN NEED. 


Washington, Jan. 
30.—Assistant 


Secretary Peirce has taken, a deep in- 
terest in the proposition to provide 
a small fund from which diplomatic 
and consular officers abroad could de- 
fray the expenses of returning desti- 
tute American citizens to their homes 
or of burying them when they die 
abroad, and has proposed to congress 
an appropriation of $5,000, with the 
proviso that where aid is extended 
the money is to be refunded when- 
ever possible. Mr. Peirce's presenta- 
tion of the case is a very strong one, 
based in large part on his own ex- 
perience and on that of most of the 
American diplomatic and consular of- 
fices. A report to the state depart- 
ment yesterday from United States 
Consul Bigham at Cape Town says 
that there are a number of 
young 


Americans there who came as mule- 
teers and some of whom are now ab- 
solutely destitute. 


Mr. Bigham suggests that the 


people of the United States should 
raise a fund to buy a low rate of 
passage homeward for these men, and 
he declares he undertakes to furnish 
the name of a reliable American to 
handle the money. 


SEEKS TO PREVENT FAMINE. 


Washington, Jan. 30.—The war de- 


partment has received copies of an 
act of the Philippine commission de- 
signed to provide against the danger 
of famine in the Philippines due to 
the short crop for the coming year 
in rice and other food stuffs. It is 
made the duty of nil municipal pres- 
idents to notify the people of an im- 
pending danger of famine and urge 
them to take steps at once to secure 
the necessary seed to plnnt 
quick- 


grctriag crops sufficient in quantity 
to produce the requisite food for the 
coming year. The municipal presi- 
dents are authorized to allot to the 
citizens, rent free, unoccupied public 
land. 


HALF A TOWN QUARANTINED.

of health having pronounced numer- 
ous cases of sickness there to be 
smallpox.

PEACEABLE ALLIES. 


The view is strongly 
held here 


that the United States, France and 
Beliura are in effect pacific allies as 
they did not resort to force against 
Venezuela. It is insisted that the 
present attitude of the allies tends 
not only to prejudice the rights of 
the pacific allies, but also establishes 
the dangerous principle that a resort 
to war is preferable to efforts 
to 


maintain peace. 


The second principle of the French 


position is that the Franco-Venezue- 
lan settlement is in the form of a 
treaty, which entitles it to interna- 
itional recognition. 
This was form- 


ally executed prior to the adoption of 


I force by the allies and while Venez- 
uela retained 
full independence in 


the exercise of her sovereign rights 
to make .a treaty. 
Therefore it 
is 


maintained that this antedates rights 
arising from a resort to force. It Is 
not insisted, however, that this prior 
treaty settlement entitles France to 
priority in the division of the cus- 
tom receipts, 
as the officials hold 


that all powers having claims should 
receive equal treatment. 
It was at 


first supposed that Great Britain,Ger- 
many and Italy favored this view, 
and that the opposition came from the 
personal attitude of their representa- 
tives. 
But the latest advices indi- 


cate the sympathetic attitude of the 
British ambassador at Washington, 
Sir Michael Herbert; the 
German 


charge d'affaires, Count Von Quadt, 
and the Italian ambassador, Signer 
Mayor Des Planches, 
who are re- 


stricted by their instructions. Full 
recognition is given of the evident 
fairness of Minister Bowen. 
The 


subject is receiving careful considera- 
tion and there probably will be fur- 
ther negotiations towards the pre- 
sentation and acceptance of the fore- 
going principles.

Be- 
cently, it is asserted at the foreign 
office, Franco 
arranged 
that her 


Venezuelan customs grants of 10 per 
cent, should 
be respected by the 


allies. 
This, the foreign office of- 


ficials any, will be done, but it 
is 


pointed out at the foreign office and 
at the German embassy 
that as 


France has so far received no pay- 
ments under the agreement, she will 
doubtless see the advisabilit3' of ac- 
cepting a reduced amount and in- 
creased security. 
This, it is stated, 


could be done upon the 30 per cent. 
customs basis, as in six years, the 
payment period, the claims of the 
allies would be more than wiped out, 
taking as a basis tike .xverttge cus- 
toms receipts, and the balance re- 
maining would be applied 
to the 


claims of Franco and other coun- 
tries in the proportion of, say, 5 per 
cent, of the customs receipts under 
the same guarantee which induced 
the allies to promise to raise 
the 


blockade.

OH CONTKACTS AND FRANCHISES. 


To the Mayor and Common Council: 


Gentlemen—Your committee on contracts 


and franchises to whom was referred the 
communication, contract and ordinance in re: 
laiion to extending the time for the com- 
pletion of the railroad to be built under the 
franchise granted to the S. B, Fleming com- 
pany, bc& leave to report: 


We arc opposed to the passage of said or- 


dinance for the following reasons: 


First—We are firmly of the opinion that j 


tnis council would not have granted the East 
Berry street franchise had wo been fully ad- 
vised as to the true condition and all the 
circumstances in connection with said grant. 
This counoll had a rljht to believe and did 
bciiovo that the S, B. Fleming company was 
in no way connected, nor likely to become 
connected with cither the Fort Wayu Trac- 
tion company pr tho Lima, VanWert and 
Fort Wayno company. Had wo known then 
that these three companies were controlled, 
or about to be controlled by the same men, 
the franchise, in our opinion, would not have 
been granted. By the communication filed 
by the S. B. Fleming company and referred 
to this committee, our attention was again 
called to the narrow and dangerous condi- 
tion of the highway at tho corner of Hon- 
ro<» and Berry streets. Upon examination of 
the map. we find that the street at that 
point as dedicated, is only thirty foet wide, 
the distance between tho lot lino and th« 
curb Is seventeen foot, thus leaving only 
thirteen (13) feet for other purpose! of the 
highway. This narrow sharp curve occurs at 
tho foot of a atflap grade and at tho brink 
of a hlirh embankment. The building of a 
railroad at that point would result In-ostab- 
lirhinR a death trap, and we also feel that 
had the council been fully advised of the 
Iran condition then existing, as to tho owner- 
«h!p of these throe roads, that it would not 
havo granted a franchise to build a railroad 


• on Berry street In front of the new court 
,..-hous«, for tin reason that that Is tho »nly 


place In the olty suited for out door meet- 
ing's. In fact, we feol that It was only by 
ter.son of the great pressure and enthusiasm 
tor Intenirban roads that tho council con- 
tented to give up Berry street for railroad 
purposes. 


Second—We are opposed to granting this 


extension for tho reason that since the S. B. 
Tli-TT.Inff company was granted a franchise 
on Berry street, this council, after much de- 
liberation, granted to the Traction company 
a franchise that greatly increased the valuo 
of the company's holdings and in consider- 
ation of that grant the Traction company 
agreed to permit tho use of its tracks by 
Interurban companies, and in that grant 
epecittl provision was made for taking care 
of interurban companies. For Instance, the 
Clinton and Lafayette 
street 
loops were 


granted more particularly for that purpose. 
Tho extension of the Lewis street lino to 
the point where it would be connected with 
tho Lima and Van Wort road at the eastern 
limits of the city was granted so that the 
Lima company might bring Its cars down 
town over tho Lewis street line of tho Trac- 
tion company. In fact, when the Traction 
company's franchise was flnfilly granted this 
council felt and had a right to feol that an 
entrance for any and a.11 Intcrurhan roads 
that mlRht come to Fort Wayne from any 
direction had been gained to the heart of 
the city over tho lines of the Traction com 


ptcy and v* balUve tts,t the pwpls of Fort 
Wayne felt that'the Interurlan nueitlon had 
been settled In the nost praotloal manner 
for all time to come. New, ilao*-lt hat de- 
veloped that the Fort YTayn» Traction com- 
pany, the Lima, VanWert and Fort Wayne 
company and the S. B. Fleming company are 
owned and controlled by the same men and 
for all practical purposes are one and tho 
same company, it seems to us that we would 
be doing the people who own property on 
East Berry street a very g«at Injustice and 
would invite just criticism of our conduct as 
members of this council from all the people 
of Fort Wayne should we pass this ordi- 
nance.
